We are not Chriſtias, but for the world 
to come: Let no man hope for the good 
things in this life, ler no mi promiſe him Aauguftia® i 
ſelfe the proſperity of the world becauſe aks. 
he is a Chriſtian. No Cittie vpon carrh 
| (which ſhal ſoone periſh) mult we look 
for, but the true Cittie, whoſe walle and 
foudation God himfelfe is: vpon whom 
all the praiers of the godly ones do reſt, 
of whome,(in the exilement of this life) 
they are continually mindfull, as of the 
true Cuntrey : To the poſleſlion her- 
of they refer and wholy bend all the de- 
teminations and deedes of their life. For 
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| bleſſed immortalitie, which they finde 
not iu Citties and tranſitorie beneſites 
of this Countrey, but in the heauenlie 
Kingdome vt Cittie of God.

were. by and by it was denounced, Caſt 
thoſe Chriſtians to the Lions. Finally, 
they were rep2ochfully called vnkruitful 
ii their buſineſſe, and not good fo2 any 
thing, They were alſo called, Sarmentitij 
& Semitij becauſe being boũd to a block 
of greate waight, ſtanding vpzight and 
compaſſed about with fler wod they wer 
bent to aſhcs : And foz this cauſe alſo 
they were accompted deſperate, and caſt 
away. 

In Ciprians time there was among 
the enemies of the Chziſtians one De- 
mitrianus, a man of great name, which 
ſaide , that all miſſchiefes whereby tbe 
wo: d was tollen and turmoiled, was to 
be imputed vnto the Charfttans, fo2 that 
the Goddes of the Gentiles wer not wo2s 
ſhipped amongſt them: and then it was 
an offence to be a Chꝛiſtian. 

Julauus the Apoſtat in reſpece of

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repꝛoch called the Cheiſtians Galileans, 
as Nazianzenus waiteth: 

The Icwes at Rome called the Chꝛi⸗ 
fan faith and that congregation, a Sect, 

Of chis ſeci ( ſap they vnto Paule) it is 
kno wen vnto vs, that in euery place, men 
ſpeake againſt it, Act. 28. 

Ch2iſt the head of the Church, the huſ- 
band and foundation thereof, heard him- 
ſelfe called of the Iewes,,a Samaritane,as 
Seducer and deceiner of the people, one 
hauing a Deuill, aud a ſedicious perſon. 
And in our time lach as belæue the Gol 
pell and reiect the doctrines of men diſas 
greable to þ Goſpel, (5 J may omit inft- 
nite other llaunders) are called of the vn- 
godly ones Lutherane Heretikes: But 
Chꝛiſt the buſband of the Church, in this 
woꝛld deſpiſed and abiect, (ſach is his vn 
ſcarcheable wiſtdome)torneth euen theſe 
flaunders alſo into glozic fo: the Ch2iffi- 
ans.

Arnobius (not marking the Heb2us 
ſence, Homo & Homo) vnderſtandeth 
Adam begetting ſonnes which may poſs:

theſe wo2des make nothing foz the pur- 
poſe. Foz, be rchearſeth befoze,biuers nas

Wee haue alſo in this place a moſte 
firong weapon againſt the argumentes 
of the Iewes,and thoſe which embzace lu⸗ 
daiſme : who doe w2elt and arrogate the 
pꝛomiſes (made vnto this Spirituall 
SITION) to them and to their earthlpe 
IERVSALE M; as if theſe ſo great 
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Cittie. And in our age the newe Do- 
natiſtes and ſecte of Chiliaſtes, moſt fas 
lichlie aiſo dzeame with the Uncircum⸗ 
ciſed, pzomiſing themſelues earthelye 
thinges: Where the Spirite of Ch2iſte 
pꝛomiſeth in the Pꝛophetes (with moſte 
ſwet allegozies) ſpicituall and celeſtiall 
thinges. Tinto Which fanaticall per- 
ſons alſo the moſte delicate Mable of the 
woꝛde of © D Tis turned into a Snare 
and Trappe, yea into an offence and Re⸗ 
taliation: Their eies are darkened that 
they lee not, and their backes are alwaies 
made crooked, that they ſee nothing but 
earthlpe thinges, whereas meere Cele⸗ 
ſtiall thinges are pꝛomiſed vato the clect 
ones of GWD. Foz thoſe ations 
whame the Pꝛophet and Pſalmograph 
bere reckoneth vp, and affirmeth to bee 
bozne in SION fo2 a frneth are nof

Co be bztefe, in Sion, (that is) in the 
Church, God himlelfe dwelleth as in his 
ſpirituall Temple: what mernaile is it 
then, if in the Church onelp ligely foun- 
taines 02 welſpꝛings of al graces de burſt 
foozth and water this Paradiſe vnto frus 
cifping in this Dpiritaall SI1ON? We 
do here finde aſſuredly the wozd of God 
in a Catholique ſence, the ſpirit of Chꝛiſt 
faith, true righteonſnes, remiſſion of ſins, 
peace of Conſcience , Joy of the Spirite, 
Loue,and fulfilling of the law, and what 
ſoener ſpirituall benefites map be: 1Be- 
cauſe wee finde the neuer failing foun- 
taine of all benefites God bimſelfe , who 
is the moſt linely bleſſedneſſe. But ths 
Gretians doe reade this verſe, thus, The 
dwelling in thee is as it were of all them 
that doe reioyce. 

The P2opbet Dauid herre ſpeaketh 
of a Spirituall Joy which true beleuers 


enely in Chriſte , doe poſſeſſe: Concers

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faith: Whom yee haue not ſeene, and yet 
loue him, in whom nowe though yee ſce 
him not, yet do you beleeue and reioyce 
with ioy vnſpeakable and glonous. ver. S 
Receiuing the end of your faith, euen the 
ſaluation of your ſoules.verſ. g. True top 
cannot be but where the ſozowfull pcrſon 
is delinered from all euils. The greateſt 
miſchiefes are, to be caſt away from god, 
to remaine in ſinne, to ſuffer the tyzanny 
of death and to bee reſerved toeternall 
damnation. Fo2 al the euils of this wozld 
being compared to theſe hozrrible and e⸗ 
ternall euils are euen ſcracely ſhadowes 
of Euils. 

But true deliuerance from vndoubfed 
and greateſt Euils may no where elſe be 
found, but in S1 ON, as it is ſaid by the 
P2opbet Ioel. 2. Chap. Euery one which 
ſhall call vpon the name of the Lord ſhal 
ſhall bee ſaued.
